Rheuma to id Àrîhriiis Crippling Disea se 


BY HERMAN V B l NDESEN, M. D. 
MORE people are disabled each 
! year by rheum atic diseases affect- 
* ing the joints than by cancer, tu­ 
berculosis, diabetes and heart dis­ 
ease combined. 
These rheum atic diseases, which 
stiffen the joints and cause swell­ 
ing, tenderness and pain in the 
areas around them, are also the 
most common cause of long-contin- 
| ued illnesses. 
Or.e of the worst of these offend­ 
ers, both in the 
severity 
of 
its 
symptoms and in the num ber of 
people its affects, is rheum atoid 
arthritis. 
For this reason it is a pity that 
, the ex act cause of this'painful and 
i crippling affliction has never been 
; discovered. 
Changes In Tissues 
i 
Today doctors are beginning to 
| suspect tha t the destructive changes 
which take place in the tissues sur­ 
rounding the joints may be only an 
effect of some more generalized dis­ 
order, whose secret trouble-m aking 
begins m uch earlier. 
Dr. Ro'.and Davison of &an F ran ­ 
cisco, takes this view, stating that 
m any persons may 
be 
sick 
for 
m cnths or, even years, before the 
jo*nt symptoms develop. 
In tha beginning, the X -ray ex ­ 
am ination of the joints shows n o th­ 
ing abnorm al but, as the disease 
prcgress.es, destruction of the carti­ 
lages, which act like pads on the 
ends of the bona, may be see ft in 
the X -ray. 
Pa tient's Genera l Hea lth 
The treatm ent of rheum atoid a r­ 
thritis requires m any m onths be­ 
fore improvem ent may be ex pected. 
To begin with, efforts should be 
m rde to build up the patient’s gen­ 
e r a l health, particularly w ith phy­ 
sical and m ental rest. Pain m ust 
be relieved by the 
use 
of 
such 


drugs as the salicylates. W hen pos­ 
sible, treatm ent in a hospital for 
several weeks may be of advantag: 
So-called 
physical 
m easures of 
treatm ent are particularly helpful. 
Simple 
ex ercises, especially 
when 
the patient is confined to bed, are 
im portant. W arm baths, massage 
and m anipulation or movements of 
the joints are all helpful as the pa­ 
tient begins to recover. 
H eat applied to 
the 
joints, 
by 
m eans of 
the 
e ’ectrical 
method 
known as diatherm y, is also of value. 
However, diatherm y treatm ents may 
do more harm than good in the 
early stages of the disorder. 
As a rule, no special diet is re­ 
quired. However, the diet should 
be w ell-balanced; that is, it should 
include all cf the necessary food 
1 parts. 
In all instances a search should 
be m ade for 
infections, 
such 
as 
may be present in the teeth, ton- 
, sils. sinuses, cr prostate gland, and 
if any such infections are found 
they should be cleared up when 
possible. 
Dr. Davison believes that larse 
| doses of vitam in C may be of ad­ 
vantage in some cases of rheuma- 
i toid arthritis, and tha t vitam in D, 
I used in large doses, may also be 
effective in certain instances. 
However, when the patient is tak­ 
ing large doses of vitam in D, he 
1 m ust be kept under the care of a 
• physician so tha t any unfavorable 
| reactions may be noted and taken 
care of.

A rthritis is not a hopelefs disease, 
but there is need for m uch further 
search in regard to the causes and 
treatm ent. 
Once its cause is discovered, it 
i may well be tha t m easures to fore- 
I stall this crippler can be instituted,
